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Philadelphia  Mint  Produces 
Mule 


The  “Webster’s  New  Collegiate  Dictionary”  gives  several  different  definitions  of 
the  word  “mule”.  The  fourth  definition  is,  “a  coin  or  token  struck  from  dies  belong- 
ing to  two  different  issues.” 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  produced  the  first  true  quarter  dollar  by  accident.  A golden 
dollar  planchet  was  struck  with  the  obverse  die  for  a new  state  quarter  and  the 
reverse  die  of  the  new  Sacagawea  dollar. 

The  coin  was  first  discovered  by  a gentlemen  from  Arkansas.  He  bought  four  rolls 
of  Sacagawea  dollars  from  a local  bank  to  sell  at  his  flea  market  consignment 
table.  Little  did  he  know  that  he  would  make  numismatic  history  when  he  opened 
the  rolls. 

The  coin  was  authenticated  by  Numismatic  Guaranty  Corp.  of  America  and  graded 
MS  66.  The  coin  is  labeled  as  “Sacagawea  $1  muled  with  a quarter  obverse”. 
The  owner  consigned  the  coin  to  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  for  auction  in 
Philadelphia  between  August  9 - 12. 

The  second  mule  was  graded  MS  67  by  NGC  and  sold  on  eBay  on  July  7,  2000. 
The  opening  bid  was  $1 0,000  and  closing  price  of  the  auction  was  $41 ,395.  Sixty 
bids  were  placed  on  the  coin.  Not  to  bad  for  a quarter-dollar. 

A third  mule  has  surfaced  in  the  Philadelphia  area.  It  was  also  certified  by  NGC 
and  grade  MS  66.  It  has  been  consigned  to  Heritage’s  Signature  Sale  in  Philadel- 
phia August  6 & 7. 

All  three  coins  were  struck  with  a late  die  stage  reverse  and  a early  die  stage 
obverse.  The  first  and  last  mule  found  were  from  the  same  die  stage,  put  the 
second  one  was  from  an  earlier  die  stage. 

Since  the  MS  67  sold  on  eBay  for  $41 , 395,  does  this  set  a limit  on  the  high  bids  for 
the  two  upcoming  MS  66’s.  Only  time  will  give  us  the  answer  to  this  question. 

Since  the  reverse  die  of  the  Sacagawea  was  a late  die  stage,  error  specialist 
believe  the  obverse  die  broke  and  was  replaced  with  a new  die.  It  just  happened 
to  be  the  obverse  die  of  a new  state  quarter.  Since  all  finished  dies  are  stored  in 
one  location,  it  is  not  know  how  his  error  occurred.  Did  the  coinage  press  operator 
reach  into  the  wrong  area  and  pick  up  a obverse  die  for  the  state  quarter  or  was 
the  obverse  die  placed  in  with  the  obverse  dies  for  the  Sacagawea  dollars.

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Many  of  you  may  have  read  that  this  was  the  first  mule  ever  struck  by  the  United 
States  Mint.  Despite  the  fact  that  this  information  was  in  numismatic  publications 
and  on  the  radio,  it  is  false.  The  United  States  Mint  has  struck  two  other  mules. 

While  the  Philippines  was  the  property  of  the  United  States,  the  US  Mint  produced 
it’s  coinage.  Between  1903  and  1919,  coinage  for  the  Philippines  was  struck  at 
the  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Mint. 

In  1918,  the  US  Mint  struck  a copper-nickel  5 Centavos  coin  with  the  reverse  of  a 
20  Centavos.  This  coin  is  hunted  by  most  error  collectors.  In  uncirculated  condi- 
tion, expect  to  pay  over  $1,500.  While  the  same  5 Centavos  with  the  correct 
reverse  and  uncirculated  only  runs  about  $20. 

From  1920  until  1943,  the  US  Mint  operated  a mint  in  Manila.  It  was  never  given 
the  status  of  a branch  mint,  but  it  struck  the  coinage  for  the  Philippines.  In  1928,  a 
20  Centavos  was  struck  with  the  reverse  of  a 5 Centavos.  This  mule  uncirculated 
is  sell  for  about  $500,  while  the  normal  coin  is  selling  for  around  $25.00. 

This  information  is  easy  to  verify,  just  open  your  Red  Book  to  the  section  covering 
“Philippines  Under  Sovereignty  of  the  U.S.”. 

Before  buying  any  mule,  it  is  very  important  to  have  the  coin  authicated.  With  the 
machine  tooling  of  coins,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  tell  that  two  separate  coins 
have  been  machine  tooled  to  fit  as  one.  I receive  at  least  15  emails  each  week 
asking  the  value  of  a coin  with  two  heads,  two  tails,  or  two  different  obverses  with 
different  dates. 

If  you  are  offered  a mule  at  a price  that  is  unreal. ...it  is  most  likely  not  real!

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The  “Type  1”  and  “Type  2“  Variety 
Reverse  of  the  Franklin  Half  Dollar

After  World  War  II,  U.  S.  Mint  director  Nellie  Tayloe  Ross  directed  chief  engraver 
John  Ray  Sinnock  to  design  the  Franklin  half  dollar.  J.  S’s  design  included  a small 
eagle  (an  eagle  is  required  by  law  for  half  dollars)  on  the  reverse  that  is  said  would 
have  pleased  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  thought  the  turkey  should  have  been  the 
national  bird  rather  than  the  eagle. 

In  1948,  the  Franklin  was  placed  into  circulation.  All  business  and  proof  coinage 
had  the  same  type  1 (T 1 ) reverse  through  1 956,  that  included  a low  relief  T 1 eagle 
with  four  (4)  flattened  feathers  left  of  the  perch.  During  this  year,  however,  the  Mint 
made  the  transition  to  the  higher  relief  type  2 (T2)  eagle  with  only  three  (3)  feathers 
left  of  the  perch.  After  1956,  all  proofs  exhibit  the  T2  reverse,  and  all  business 
strikes  have  the  T 1 reverse  except  the  1 959,  which  have  T 1 and  T2  reverses.  The 
1959  business  strike  also  exhibits  a double  die  reverse  (DDR) — Breen  5251  that  is 
presently  scarce — that  was  struck  by  a die  having  received  a blow  from  the  T 1 and 
T2  hubs. 

According  to  WALTER  BREEN’S  COMPLETE  ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF  U.S.  AND  OQz 
LONIAL  COINS,  the  T1  comprises  less  than  five  (5%)  of  the  1956  proofs  and  thirty 
(30%)  of  the  1959  business  coinage.  This  translates  to  approximately  33,470  T1 
1956  proofs,  and  2,204,787  1959  T1  business  strikes.  Below  are  some  compari- 
sons of  “like-populations”  of  some  U.S.  coins  that  will  give  insight  as  to  the  rarity  of 
this  T1  variety  Franklin  halves:

During  the  past  four  (4)  years,  I have  purchased  every  T 1 1 956  Proof  and  T 1 1 959 
Business  Franklin  half  that  I have  seen  within  a 150  mile  radius  of  Bloomington, 
Illinois.  I have  failed  to  keep  accurate  records  of  my  findings,  but  during  the  past

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year  have  found  only  two  or  three  from  the  twenty  (20+)  coin  shows  which  I have 
attended.  At  the  1999  Fall  Harvey  ILNA/CSNS  Show,  I went  through  the  whole 
bourse  area  without  finding  one  of  these  three  (3)  varieties. 

Then  I found  a roll  at  one  of  the  last  dealer’s  tables  that  contained  five  (5)  Breen 
5249  T 1 1959’s  and  two  (2)  Breen  5251  DDR’s.  Presently  I have  only  found  seven 
(7)  T1  Breen  5241  1956  proofs. 

As  my  mentor  and  partner — Vern  Pohlman — has  often  witnessed  when  I find  one 
of  these  rare  varieties,  the  success  of  enjoying  a coin  show  is  in  the  achievement 
of  finding  something  rare  from  the  information  which  our  rich  numismatic  literature 
yields.  Thanks  to  all  you  who  share  your  knowledge  with  us,  especially,  thank  you 
Walter  Breen!

The  back  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  is  called  the  Automated  Section.  This  is  the  cent 
production  area.  The  planchet  delivery,  coinage  press  feeding,  transportation  after 
minting  is  all  completely  automated. 

All  machines  on  the  automated  side  of  the  mint  are  quad  presses.  The  automated 
side  of  the  mint  operates  on  conveyor  systems,  using  bread  pan  like  containers. 
(These  resemble  the  pans  used  to  bake  bread,  and  will  be  called  pans.)  The 
conveyor  line  is  made  up  of  pan  after  pan;  there  is  no  space  between  pans.  Each 
conveyor  line  is  only  one  pan  in  width  and  each  pan  is  about  one  foot  in  length  and 
six  inches  wide. 

Twelve  machines  are  grouped  into  one  operating  unit.  There  are  six  machines  on 
each  side  forming  two  rolls  of  machines.  One  conveyor  belt  runs  along  the  top  of 
each  roll  of  machines,  thus  there  are  two  conveyor  belts  supplying  planchets.  As 
the  machine  needs  more  planchets,  the  pan  is  rotated  and  automatically  dumped 
into  the  holding  bin  at  the  top  of  each  machine.  The  distance  between  the  two  rolls 
of  machines  separates  these  two  conveyor  belts. 

As  the  coins  are  struck,  they  come  out  of  the  coinage  press  onto  a revolving  wheel. 
The  coins  are  pushed  into  a holding  bin  on  the  side  of  the  coinage  press.  This 
holding  bin  is  angled  down  toward  the  floor  at  about  a 45-degree  angle.  When  the 
holding  bin  fills  with  cents,  the  operator  checks  a few  with  a three-power  loop.  If 
there  are  no  defects,  he  releases  the  coins. 


These  coins  then  move  down  to  a cookie  sheet  type  struc- 
ture. It  is  about  one  foot  wide  by  about  three  feet  long.  It 
has  holes  the  size  of  a cent  spaced  over  the  entire  sur- 
face. There  is  about  a two-inch  lip  on  all  sides  of  this 
structure  and  it  is  also  angled  toward  the  floor  at  about  a 
45-degree  angle.  This  attachment  is  called  a “Screen”. 

Directly  below  the  screen  is  a small  conveyor  belt.  This 
conveyor  belt  moves  all  the  cents  that  drop  through  the 
Screen.  At  first,  a large  number  of  cents  move  to  the 
pans,  but  several  drop  from  the  Screen  later,  as  they  are 
pushed  along  by  other  coins. 

Only  one  conveyer  belt  of  pans  is  located  in  the  middle  of  the  two  rows  of  coinage 
presses.  A total  of  twelve  quad  presses,  six  quad  presses  in  each  row.  Both  rows 

of  coinage  presses  share  the  same  conveyer  belt  of  pans.  This  conveyor  belt  is

moving  at  a slow  but  steady  speed.  Coins  from  more  than  one  machine  can  be 
deposited  in  the  same  pan. 

Coins  from  the  automated  side  of  the  Mint,  go  through  the  “Screen”  or  “Sizer”  to 
the  Riddler  and  then  onto  the  bagging  area.  If  there  is  an  order  for  a “Blue  tub”  of 
cents,  a button  is  pushed  and  the  conveyor  belt  switches  and  delivers  400,000 
cents  to  fill  the  “Blue  tub”.  Then  the  conveyor  belt  is  switched  back  to  continue 
delivering  coins  to  the  bagging  machines. 

There  are  two  separate  groups  of  12  coinage  presses  in  the  cent  production  line. 
Both  groups  of  machines  are  setup  as  described  above.  This  means  that  24 
coinage  presses  are  producing  cent  coinage. 

There  is  another  group  of  14  machines  located  to  the  left  of  the  two  groups  of  cent 
coinage  presses.  I was  unable  to  find  out  what  coins  they  produced.  But  I was 
told  that  the  two  groups  of  12  coinage  presses  were  the  automated  cent  produc- 
tion area. 

Located  directly  behind  the  automated  cent  production  area  was  an  area  the  Mint 
called  the  “Holding  Room”.  Inside  this  room  was  a large  area  surrounded  by  heavy 
wire  fencing.  It  was  explained  that  this  area  was  for  the  storage  of  unbagged 
coins.  They  would  wait  here  until  needed.  Inside  the  heavy  wire  fenced  area,  I 
saw  one  “Blue  tub”  and  several  tanks  filled  with  Lincoln  cents.  A fork  lift  delivered 
one  tank,  filled  with  Lincoln  cents,  and  placed  the  tank  in  the  corner  of  the  “Hold- 
ing Room”.  This  was  outside  the  heavy  wire  fenced  area.  This  was  about  ten  feet 
from  where  we  were  standing. 

I was  later  taken  to  the  Floor  Manager’s  office  and  introduced  to  Bud.  While 
asking  Bud  questions,  he  stated  that  both  the  non-automated  and  the  automated 
production  were  set  up  as  two  totally  separate  operations.  Yet  at  any  time,  if  any 
part  of  the  non-automated  line  was  not  operating,  that  procedure  could  be  taken 
over  by  the  automated  side.  He  also  stated  that  if  any  part  of  the  automated 
production  was  not  working,  the  coins  could  be  taken  over  to  the  non-automated 
side  of  the  mint. 

The  only  way  this  could  be  accomplished  would  be  to  place  the  cents  in  large  bins 
or  tanks  and  have  a forklift  move  the  bins  to  the  other  side  of  the  mint.  This  would 
keep  the  production  of  coins  from  being  stopped  on  either  of  the  two  production 
lines. 

I also  asked  Bud  how  the  coins  on  the  automated  side  reached  the  Riddler.  He 
explained  that  the  “Screen”  was  also  used  as  a Riddler  on  the  automated  side. 
This  means  that  the  coins  could  go  directly  to  the  bagging  area  from  the  produc- 
tion area  on  the  conveyor  belt.

Bagging  Area: 

The  bagging  area  is  divided  into  two  sections.  The  automated  section  and  the 
non-automated  section.  I was  shown  the  non-automated  section  in  my  tour. 

Each  work  area  had  two  shuts  leading  into  one  counting  machine.  There  were  two 
bags  on  each  machine,  one  to  the  right  and  one  to  the  left  of  center.  This  was 
believed  to  represent  two  bags  being  filled  at  the  same  time. 

This  is  not  the  case.  One  bag  is  filled  and  then  the  counting  machine  shifts  over  to 
start  filling  the  other  bag.  When  the  counting  machine  starts  filling  the  second 
bag,  the  bagging  operator  sews  the  filled  bag  with  a portable  electric  sewing  ma- 
chine. When  he  release  the  sewing  machine,  it  returns  to  a position  above  the 
counting  machine. 

The  bagging  operator  must  then  remove  the  filled  bag,  place  it  on  a heavy  duty 
pellet.  He  then  must  place  another  bag  on  the  bagging  machine.  All  before  the 
second  bag  is  filled. 

I asked  to  see  the  automated  bagging  area,  but  was  informed  it  was  not  available 
for  viewing  at  that  time.  I was  told  that  each  work  station  was  designed  with  four 
counting  machines  per  bagging  operator. 

Next  issue  we  will  explain  the  secrets  to  the  numbers  and  letters  placed  on  each 
bag  of  coins.  We  will  also  cover  bag  storage,  tub  delivery  and  the  Federal  Reserve 
System  of  delivery.
